tests, now being conducted in Han 
Quentin prison ere, live up to present 
expectations. 


Following five months of treatment 


with vhaulmoogra oil. first announc- 
ed from the far oft Orient more than 
a ye-:r ago as a possible sedative for 
leprosy, physicians at the prison now 
expn>ss the belief that they have com- 
pletedly checked the ravages of the 
dread disease in two leper convicts. 


Not only that, but they believe that 


with a few months 
more of treat- 


ments with the newly found Oriental 
drug, complete cures may be effec- 
ted. 
Te two lepers being- treated, at 


San Quentin prison for te disease, 
which has come down through the 
centuries heralded as incurable are, a 
Chinese and a Mexican. 
Both are 


serving life terms for murder, and 
both are afflicted with leprosy in its 
most terrible 
form—ihe 
sloughing 


away of their bodies a small bit at a 
time. 
The possible value to the scientific 


world of the treatments they are be- 
ing- given, is something entirely be- 
yond their ken. To them, however, it 
is something else—a Rod-given boon 
which soon may restore to, them the 
long denied opportunity to associate 
with their fellow men. 
Just as in biblical times, when lep- 


ers were 
pariahs among men. and 
travelers fled from the road to let 
them" pass, so the two unfortunates in 
San Quentin have long been pariahs 
among their 3.000 fellow convicts in 
the big state prison. 


For five years or since their dread 


disease was first discovered they have 
lived in an isolated stone hovel in. the
